Epiror: Re your ‘‘Air Power’’ item 
(*Clésed Circuit’’ May 3): The existing 
AM channel separation in Europe, Africa 
and the Mideast has been nine khz since 
the 1948 Copenhagen plan. All the Inter- 
national Telecommunications Union has 
done is to introduce this separation in 
Australasia—{a distant area] representing 
No interference threat to the U.S. coasts. 
All European channels will be shifted up 
one khz, [but] this won't affect expected 
interference levels in a general session. 
Where ‘‘superpower'’ is concerned, 
let's not forget that countries in the 
Eurcpe-North Africa area have for years 
run stations in the 400 kw to 1,200 kw 
area. As an example, during extensive 
monitoring last year, the Turkish radio 
outlet at Istanbul on 1016 khz with 1,200 
kw was heard at best some 20 db weaker 
than WINS(AM) New York (on 10]0 khz) at 
a receiving location some 30 kilometers 
east of New York (in the main lobe of 
WINS) only about four or five nights out of 
the whole year during exceptionally good 
geomagnetic conditions. It was heard at 
weaker levels anotehr 15 or so nights, 


The proposed European power boosts 
might degrade interference margins by 
about 3 db—and only a handful of Euro- 
peans will use such high power. I know of 
nothing in the ITU proposal that would 
justify claims of potential widespread in- 
terference on both coasts. 

if the American public could get 
reasonable [quality] radios, there would be 
no need for the proposed 750 kw super- 


power and we would not get into an unfor- 
tunate power race the way the Europeans 
did. If we get superpower here, watch for 
the Latin-American countries to make the 
same moves and the advantages of a 1-4 
clear channel will be lost. — Robert L. Fox- 
worth, GPO Box 211, New York 10001.

Albert lobel also sent in the California Angels's network, which was 
produced in DX NEWS, in DX Down the Dial section, last issue. 


Details are very sketchy, but the station was purchased a year later by 
Rev. Ashley Smith of the First Universalist Church, & eventually was sold 
to ex-Gov. Horace Hildreth, the present owners. About a year later, WCSH 
the first commercial station in the state, was started in Portland. kn- 
gineer Bill Foss & Navyman Jimmy Nicholson operated the original 500w 
station from a sun parlor on the top floor of the Congress Square Hotel 
(now the Sheraton-Eastland), whose studio was draped with monks' cloth. 
It kept the studio soundproof but during the Summer, it was a virtual 
steambath. Hotel guests also complained, as it also compressed the sun 
parlor's space in half. So, a second studio was built in the Observa- 
tion Dining Room (now the WCSH-TV-6 studios). WCSH first operated on 

276 metres (about 1178k) w/500w, from two 75' towers atop the hotel. 
There were no other stations in Portland until newspaper publisher Guy 

P, GANnett started WGAN-640 (now 560) late in 1937. It operated w/500w 
as well, w/s/off three hours after sunset (to protect KFI-640). That 
Was, with few exceptions, just about all there was in southern Maine 
radto until the mid-40s, when WPOR-1450 (now 1490) & WMTW-1490 (now 
WMTJ-FM-94.5) began, as did several other stations.

The addtions to the format list have started to arrive, & 
this week I've been able to add about 100 stations to the list. Keep 
those cards & letters coming in! I'll run off the revised list in mid- 
July & should have it out before 8/1. There seems to be some donfusion 
over the meaning of formats. P (pop.contemporary) & M (MoR). FP can best 
be characterized as near-rock: most Top-40 hits except hard rock like the 
Rolling Stones, some easy-listening records, & no shouting DJs or record 
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(Gehringer, con'd) surveys. WLW is an excellent example. The definition 
of M is somewhat controversial; different people have different ideas. I 
intended it to mean a format more low-key than P, with no particular at- 
tempt to keep up with the Billboard charts, & emphasi zing artists like 
Glen Campbell, Olivia Newton-John, the Lettermen, the Carpenters, etc. 
Prominent stations with this format include WWWE & WOAI. Admittedly the 
dividing line between M & P is rather vague. On the other hand, I think 
we need a new category between M & B ("beautiful" of "wall-to-wall" mx). 
I'd like to reserve the designation B for those stations that concentrate 
on instrumentals & minimize talk. I'm thinking of creating a new cate- 
gory, "standards" or D, for stations that have regular DJs & feature the 
old guard" of Ame: icam popular music like Frank Sinatra, Tony Bennett, 
& the ames Brothers, Frequently such stations also play many quiet in- 
strumentals. This type of music seems to have lost ground over the last 
few years; WHAM is about the only widely-heard example I know of. KFI 
perhaps qualifies, but I don't hear them often enough to know. Now we 
can specify a "spectrum" of music formats: in order, from most "liberal" 
to most "conservative" they are A, R, P, M, D, and B. On another subject 
about two months ago I finally located a new RX - an R392/URR which I 
purchased from Roger Giannini. I'm assembling a Sanserino Loop to use 
with it. In its first test, we hooked the RX up to the beverage at the 
Rantoul DkX-edition, & it performed fine - as per Glenn Hauser's report 
in the 4/3 DX NEWS.

This graph shows the daily variation in App the Fredericksburg index of geomagnetic/ 
auroral disturbance in the Earth's magnetic field. High values of the A index usually 
result from a heavy influx of electrically charged particles into the upper atmosphere 
following certain types of solar disturbances, The severe medium-wave signal 
absorption produced by one of these events is most intense inhigher latitudes and affects 

pigh frequency MW signals less than those on lower channels. Values of A above about 

20 are inevitably associated with heavy signal absorption along TA and TP paths; very 

high values (above say 40) are usually accompanied by D and E-region blanketing over | 
North America and Europe; on such a night reception from the south is favored. The 
maximum absorption for some events may be delayed a few days after the geomagnetic 
disturbance or may occur immediately. Extended periods of low geomagnetic/auroral 


activity are necessary but not sufficient to guarantee excellent high latitude reception 
throughout the MW band; other ionospheric effects such as sporadic E and the winter 
| anomaly may mask what would otherwise be excellent cx following prolonged quiet. 
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
